Paper on History 


Miss Genevieve Macdonald's paper 
upon “How and When History Should 
be Introduced into Publie Schools,” 
read at yesterday’e session of the 


convention, was as follows: 
Carlyle has said that of all mand 


kind there is no tribe so rude that it 
has not attempted history History 
is the first distinet product of man’s 


spiritual nature. his earliest expres 
sion of what can be called thought 


It has been written with feather pic- 
tures and wampum belts, with earth 
mounds avd stone heaps From the 
earliest ages mankind seems to hav« 
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endeavored in some way to leave its| 
impress on the rocks of time, and the 
most interesting history of any na- 
tion is to be found in its achieve- 
ments, whether they be mounds, to- 
tem poles, pyramids, statues, paint- 
ings or tapestries, 

In a certain sense we are all his 
torians, for where one man tells what 
he has though there are ten who tell 
what they have seen or felt. So while 
our actions ate making history our 
tongues are reciting it. 

Since history is the record of man’s 
actions it is essentially made up of 
many biographies, the knowledge of 
which should help to produce a man 
fitted in the highest degree ™r the 
duties of citizenship. 

He knows events in their causes, 
connection and results; he exercises 
judgment on the right or wrong of the 
action recorded; he recognizes — that 
general laws or principles underlie 
historical facts. And here we come to 
one of the difficulties of text Looks, 
namely, that no mind is absolutely 
unbiassed, and mo matter what they 
profess, historians form a hypothesis 
and shape events and characters to 
conform to it. Three witnesses of a 
street disturbance report it in three 
different ways. and each believes 
himself truthful. Again, we find an 
event recorded with blare of trumpets 
but the influences that have been at 
work developing new thoughts and 
ideas, moulding public opinion for the 
psychological moment these in- 
fluences are often unmentioned, and 
while it was a Columbus or a Magel- 
lan that gained immortality by brav- 
ing the unknown dangers of the At- 
lantie or the Pacific, the generations 
of sea-faring men that prepared them 
for the great undertaking lie entomb- 
ed in the dark untenanted places of 
the past. 

Our chief benefactors are unhonored 
and unsung, and it may well be said 
that the most important part of our 
history has been lost beyond recovery. 
We want to get deeper than wars, 
congresses and the things that pers 
tain to kings. We want to see the 
court, the camp, the senate, but also 
the nation, and we find it not in 
history bat in story, in some of those 
delightful romances the nov slist has 
woven from fragmenté the historian 
had thrown aside. 

Value of Historical Romances. 

In our publie schools we deal main- 
ly with the personal, social and politi- 
eal aspects of history; in our lower 
grades with the personal almost. en- 
tirely. and the teacher who would 
achieve success in depicting character 
must needs be widely read. ‘There is 
no more delightful reading than the 
historical romance or drama, and the

ing Trade Preferences are Not 
Quite Successful. 


Ottawa, October 26 Although the 
Canadian government has been en-

more to make a preferential trade ar- 
rangement with Australia, there does 
not appear to be immediate prospect 
for success. As soon as the Deaken 


government adopted its new tariff giv- 


ing a preference to twitain, the Cana- 
dian government cabled for recipro- 
city arrangements, 

WD. H. moss. Canada’s trade repre- 


sentative at Melbourne, was asked to 


conduct negotiations. In communica- 
tion with Mr. Ross it was pointed out 
that Canada admits several important 
lines of Australian produce free of 
duty, which are heavily taxed on im- 
portation into the United States 
Thus greasy wool is subject to five 
and ore-half, washed to 11 pence and 
scoured to one shilling and four and 


a-half pence per pound duty on enter- 


ing the United States, but are free in- 
to the Dominion There are other

EDITOR'S CHARGES AGAINST 
GEN. COUNT VON MOLTKE 
And the Libe! Case Which Has Re- 
sulted, Brings About Sensational 
Disclosures as to German Court, 


Berlin, Oct. 2—In the trial of the 
libel suit of Gen, Von Moltke against 
Maximillan Harden, editor of Die 
Seuknuft, a free lance weekly, the 
defendant said; “I have followed po- 
litical aims alone in my articles, and 
in so doing was compelled to mention 
Count Von Moltke’s name. I did not 
say he had practiced vices, but thet 
he was abnormal in temperament.”’ 
The defendant would take nothing 
back, Gount Von Moltke said that 
such an article as a round table 
which, as alleged, had sought to in- 
fluence Emperor William’s political 
action, often contrary to the views of 
his constitutional advisers, had never 
existed, The Count added that his old 
friendship with Prince Zu Eulendburg 
was eccentric in character, for the 
plaintiff lad once pressed the prine 
ess’ handkerchief to his lips and eried, 
‘Philli, my Philli,” and in writing 
him a letter had made use of the 
names, “my soul,” and “my beley 
ed v 

Heard Only Certain Things. 

Frau Von Elbe, the divorced wife of 
Von Moltke, testified to gross epithet 
her former husband had applied to 
married life. She declared that Princ: 
Zu Kulendburg had once knelt to he: 
and begged her to give up her hus- 
band. Referring to her divorce sh¢ 
said she had asked Von Moltke 
“What will his majesty say to our 
divoree?’’ To this Von Moltke replied 
“His majesty only hears what I allow 
him to know.”’ These words created 
a great sensation in the court room 
The handkerchief incident was con- 
firmed by Lieut. Von Kruse, Frau Von 
Elve’s son by a previous marriage. 
The kniser’s own testimony was de 
manded by General Count Von Moltke 
at the opening of the court to prove 
the latter’ innocence of political 
plots charged against him by Har 
den, Harden also having summoned!

The limits of ita jurisdiction were 
not very clearly defined, but Rupert's 
Land was supposed to be the land 
drained by the streams flowing into 
the Hudson Bay. For one hundred 
years the company practically limit- 
éd its operations to this district, but 
then stimulated by the opposition of 
the Montreal traders and the North- 
west company they gradually extend- 
ed. their work westward 

Hudeon Bay Company. 

The position of the Hudson's Bay 
company might be compared to that 
of the East India ecémpany; as lords 
proprietary of the country they had 
full privileges of governing, of estab- 
lishing tribunals and administering 
the law under the sovereignty of Eng- 
land, As the population was sparse 
and the company’s forts scattered, 
there was really little constitutional 
government under that regime.

300,000 pounds, the company being 
allowed to retain land about all their 
forts, amounting in all to about 50,- 


000 acres, and in addition to this one- 
twentieth of the land that should be 
later surveyed for settlement 

In 1870 an order in council was pas- 
sed by the Tm; al government de- 
clariing the union of Rupert's Land 
aand the Northwest Térritories to the 
Dominion of Canada, The Dominion 
government anticipating this act had 
already passed an act providinig for 
the provincial government «+! these 
western territories, A leufeaant gov- 
erpor was provided for, w.th a council 
to aid him in making iaws. 


This was never put into operation 
as the first rebellion broke out in
